24 (NEW). A method for treating rheumatoid arthritis in a human subject, said method 
comprising administering to said subject a therapeutically effective amount of an n^-12 antagonist 
that binds IL-12, wherein said antagonist is selected from the group consisting of an antibody 
immunoreactive with IL-12 and an antibody fragment immunoreactive with IL-12. 

25 (NEW). The method of claim 24 wherein said antagonist is administered in a dose of 
about 0.05 to about 25 mg/kg. 

26 (NEW). The method of claim 24 wherein said antagonist is administered in 
combination with a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier. 

27 (NEW). The method of claim 24 wherein said antagonist is an antibody 
inmiunoreactive with IL-12. 

28 (NEW). The method of claim 24 wherein said antagonist is an antibody fragment 
reactive with IL-12.
